Please cancel claims 1-17 and add new claims 18-20 as follows: 
—18. Emergency support comprising a solid structure which is formed by a shell 
of a vehicle seat or by a plate which is connected to the shell of a vehicle seat or which 
is integrated into it, wherein the shell of the vehicle seat or the plate which is connected 
to it is provided with slits through which the belts of a safety belt system installed 
permanently in the vehicle are guided, the belts on their part of the seat or of the plate 
facing away from the user being provided with fittings which make it possible to fix the 
ends of the belt on the motor vehicle seat or the plate or to connect them to one another. 

19. Emergency support as claimed in claim 18, wherein the vehicle seat in the 
cases in which it is used as a whole as the solid structure of the rescue system can be 
attached to the motor vehicle floor by means of quick-action closures and thus can be 
released without using tools. 
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20. Emergency support as claimed in claim 19, wherein to rescue the vehicle seat 
there is a lifting frame which has a block with a tackle line which is guided via the block 
and on which the vehicle seat is suspended in its entirety.--.
